Five Long Beach mayoral candidates 
addressed issues such as economic de- 
velopment, funding for Cal State Long 
Beach and plans for the city in a debate 
at the Beach Auditorium Wednesday. 

The audience packed the auditorium 
to capacity for the debate, in which can- 
didates agreed that plans for job creation 
and economic development are priori- 
ties. They also agreed on the importance 
for education and additional funding for 
the Cal State University system. 

More than 100 students, faculty 
and members of the community were 
forced to wait in the lobby and listen to 
the live broadcast because of the inabil- 
ity to accommodate everyone inside

the auditorium. 

The debate’s panelists included Me- 
lissa Evans of the Long Beach Press- 
Telegram, CSULB Academic Senate 
Chair Dan O’Connor and Daily 49er 
Editor in Chief Daniel Serrano. 

Mayoral candidate Damon Dunn, 
a local businessman and retired NFL 
player, began the mayoral debate by 
emphasizing that the newly elected 
mayor should have business insight. 

“It's an exciting time for Long 
Beach. There are a unique set of chal- 


lenges and a unique set of opportuni- 
ties,” Dunn said. “We need someone 
who knows how to. structure these 
deals. Business acumen is required, 
and this will put Long Beach in the best 
position for the future.” 

Mayoral candidate and Vice Mayor of 
Long Beach Robert Garcia focused on 
the progress he has made while in office. 

“Long Beach has had a successful re- 
cord.” Garcia said. “We have gone from 
a budget deficit to a surplus. Investment 
is what makes Long Beach a great city. 


Our best days are ahead of us.” 

Evans opened the panel ques- 
tions by. asking the candidates for 
their spending priorities. 

Bonnie Lowenthal, assemblymem- 
ber representing the 70th District, fo- 
cused on economic development and 
addressed her concern of being able 
to meet the demands Social Security 
and pensions have placed on the city 
because of retirees who have longer 
life expectancies. 

“We need to assess what business- 
es are at risk,’ Lowenthal said. “We 
can’t attract new business unless we

The Cal State Long Beach Aca- 
demic Senate may vote today on a new 
office hours policy that would allow 
faculty to conduct half of their student 
advising hours face-to-face and half of 
them electronically. 

However, Norbert Schiirer, English 
professor and member-at-large of the 
Executive Committee of the Academic 
Senate, said the Senate is still discussing 
what electronic communication entails. 

He added that the electronic office 
hours in the proposed policy would 
not include time spent responding to e- 
mails, which is one challenge that will 
be discussed at today’s Academic Sen- 
ate meeting, Schiirer said. 

Schiirer said one problem or question 
that arises is whether or not the policy 
takes into account regular emails. 

“For example, [emails] that a profes- 
sor sends when he or she isn’t in his 
for her] office hours,” he said. “Some 
professors are sending out as many as 
500 emails; those are additional hours 
a professor puts in of their own time.” 

The current office hours policy hasn’t 
been updated since 2002, according to 
the Academic Senate website. 

“The amount of hours professors 
will be available will not change, the 
policy should only improve them,” 
Schiirer said. “In a way, it makes fac- 
ulty more available.”

ASI candidates campaign, mingle 
with students at “Meet and Greet’ 


The ASI general election ballot will be 
available via email beginning Friday.

Associated Students Inc. candidates 
campaigned for the second day of their 
“Meet and Greet” open forum near the 
Friendship Walk, offering free pizza, 
pens and voter guides. 

ASI presidential, vice presidential, 


treasurer and senatorial candidates 
spoke to a handful of friends and stu- 
dents, who were lured in by the free 
pizza. 

Other students, like freshman busi- 
ness marketing major Jesus Pardo, 
were drawn to the event as they passed 
through the Health Fair and the ASI 
farmers market, which were also tak- 
ing place at the Friendship Walk. 

“We're just walking by ... at the 
farmers market and we just kind of 


heard [ASI candidates] speaking, so it 
was kind of intriguing,” he said. “So, 
we just kind of walked up here to see 
what’s going on.” 

ASI department secretary Laura 
Butt said that ASI chose Wednesday 
specifically to “highlight [ASI’s] other 
ventures,” such as the farmer’s market. 

“We want to show that ASI is really 
involved with the students, not just dur- 
ing elections — which is once a year 
— but on a day-to-day, week-to-week 
[basis],” Butt said. 

At the “Meet and Greet,” she told

understand current business. Business 
coming into the city is the No.1 thing.” 

Mayoral candidate Doug Otto, who 
is an attorney and local business owner, 
offered a different perspective. 

“There is a very different and bleak 
future for Long Beach,” Otto said. “We 
need to move toward a path toward sus- 
tainability. This means increasing our 
revenues, and we need to allow for more 
development.” 

Gerrie Schipske, 5th District council- 
member and part-time CSULB faculty 
member, addressed concerns about edu-

cation and government transparency. 

“To make education meaningful, we 
need to make it accessible,’ Schipske 
said. “We need to make government 
open and transparent, focus on econom- 
ic development and hold city govern- 
ment accountable. 

One of the major economic issues 
discussed at the debate was dealing with 
development in the Port of Long Beach. 

“We need to move forward,” Dunn 
said. “Let’s start looking for solutions 
and take the politics out. It should be 
run like a business.” 

Another important issue was support- 
ing the additional $95 million in funding 
for the CSU system that Chancellor Tim- 
othy P. White and other CSU officials 
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requested from the state government. 

Schipske said the problem is with 
tuition. 

“We are accommodating every stu- 
dent,” Schipske said. “It’s the tuition. 
We need to address education and make 
sure CSULB and the entire system has 
the financial resources requested.” 

Lowenthal also spoke about her sup- 
port for the CSU system. 

“T will be happy to work on a bud- 
get,’ Lowenthal said. “Instead of stu- 
dents graduating in six years, with the 
necessary resources, students can grad- 
uate in four or five years.” 

In their concluding statements, can- 
didates urged attendees to vote in the 
primary election on April 8. 
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Schiirer said the new form of office 
hours could be useful in this day 
and age of technology, considering 
many students prefer to communicate 
through the Internet. 

“T usually just sit there and maybe 
get one or two people that come in for 
office hours,” Schiirer said. “I’ve heard 
some students don’t even read emails 
anymore.” 


Cynthia Leathers, the program co- 
ordinator for Languages Other Than 
English (LOTE), said she sees many 
students during her office hours, but ad- 
mits that a majority of communication 
with students is done through email. 

“Email is so helpful and students 
clarify so much through email,” Leath- 
ers said. “Professors have so much 
work and we're just going to schedule 


our hours around the needs of our stu-_ 


dents.” 

Isabella Valbuena, a freshman engi- 
neering major, said she thinks visiting 
a teacher face-to-face can be intimidat- 
ing and would also like to have the pro- 
posed electronic office hours available. 

“When you email professors, you 
know they'll be at their computer,” she 
said. “You don’t have to wait and hav- 
ing that time there for you gives you 
that reassurance that they might get 
back to you quicker.” 

Mayra Garcia, a senior public 
health major, said even though she 
doesn’t attend her professor’s office 
hours, she thinks the proposed policy 
is flawed. 

“Generally, I don’t like to talk to 
[professors] face-to-face, but I do think 
electronic office hours can be crippling 
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for those who don’t have access to comput- 
ers or internet at home,” Garcia said. 

Bruce Perry, a geology and oceanog- 
raphy professor, describes his office-hour 
traffic as cyclical, but said even with a new 
policy, he wouldn’t change the way he con- 
ducts his hours very much. 

“T’m real big on face-to-face interaction 
with my students,” Perry said. “I think it’s 
valuable for me and for them; that’s the 
way I’ve always conducted it.” 

William Metscher, a sophomore marine 
biology major, said he doesn’t think elec- 
tronic office hours will prove as rewarding 
as face-to-face ones either. 

“T think online office hours [are] a nice 
idea on paper, but I don’t think it would be 
the same feeling as going to see a profes- 
sor and talking to them,” Metscher said. 
“When you have a large lecture hall, you’re 
really detached from the professor and of- 
fice hours is a nice way to connect with 
them and get a different opinion.” 

Jeff High, a German studies professor, 
said he can see why the policy may be ben- 
eficial, but will also continue to hold his 
office hours in the same manner he always 
has. 

“It’s the most exciting part of my job, 
advising students,’ High said. “I don’t 
think the policy will affect me at all. I 
spend many times the number of hours 
that are required advising students, and 
will continue to do so online and in the 
office.” 

’ He said, however, that he could imagine 
circumstances where it might be necessary 
to create another avenue of communica- 
tion. 

“[It’s good to] recognize the incredible 
amount of time faculty spend on email or 
Internet advising, but at the same time, any 
excuse to reduce contact between students 
and professors is not going to be good,”

At the end of every rainbow, there is a pot of 
gold ... and a leprechaun. So wouldn’t you ex- 
pect Saint Paddy’s Day to go hand in hand with 
the LGBTQ community? 

Well, there was no marching, hand in hand or oth- 
erwise, for the gay community in the St. Patrick’s 
Day parades in New York or Boston this year. 

In response, Heineken, Guinness and Samuel 
Adams chose not to sponsor the annual St. Patrick’s 
Day parades.

It never looks good when headlines 
read: “The Grotesque Ban On Gays In New 
York’s St Patrick’s Day Parade,” as the Daily 
Beast wrote, or “Boston mayor skips St. Pat- 
rick’s parade over exclusion of gay group,” as 
was published by Reuters. 

On top of all that, it really doesn’t look like a 
promising event when headlines read, “Guinness 
pulls out of NY’s St. Patrick’s parade over ban 
on gays,” which was another Reuters headline. 
Let’s be real. How can there be a St. Patrick’s 
Day celebration without any beer? 

Obviously, it is too late to change the minds 
of those who orchestrate these annual parades, 
something we feel will not bode well for them in 
years to come. 

Despite their true intentions, whatever those 
may have been, the message that has circulated 
is.that the LGBTQ community was excluded, 
and that is bad for all parties involved. 

Even if only for the sake of positive press, it 


may have been smarter to change a policy that

f I were a hot, talented musi- 

cian, would I care about fem- 

inism? Probably not. So why 

is the media so concerned 
with the fact that Katy Perry doesn’t 
appear to care much about it? 

The media has been tracking Per- 
ry and her “aversion to feminism,” 
as an article from The Atlantic put it, 
for at least two years. 

In 2012, she told Billboard maga- 
zine, “I am not a feminist, but I do 

believe in the strength of women.” 
Now in March 2014, she is being 
ridiculed for accepting the label. 

Recent headlines refer to an inter- 
view with “I Wake up with Today,” 
an Australian morning show. In the 
interview, Perry was asked if she 
considers herself a feminist. Her 
response, as reported by the Huff- 
ington Post and other news media, 
implied that her response lacked 
understanding of the term. 

“A feminist? Uh, yeah, actually,” 
Perry said. “I used to not really 
understand what that word meant, 
and now I do, it just means that I 
love myself as a female and I also 
love men.” 

The Huffington Post ran a con- 
descending response to Perry in an 
article that read, “Uh, Katy? It’s 
great you feel that way, but that’s not 
what feminism means.” The article 
goes on to “help” Perry by referring 
her to a simplistic chart, created by 
the Social Community Editor, that 
defines feminism in terms of equal 
rights and opportunities for men and 
women. 

Yes, an editor for a major news 
source spent her time drawing a 
chart that has the sophistication of a 
ten-year-old’s stick figure drawing 
in 2013, and was so proud of it that 
she dug it back up the following 
year so she could prove ... what 
exactly? 


Time Magazine compares Perry’s 
views to “Beyonce’s embrace of the 
word [feminism],” implying that 
Perry is way off base in terms of the 
orthodox definition of it. Let’s com- 
pare the art produced by these two 
women, since they are both artists, 
not experts in feminism or social 
relations at all. 

Perry’s recent music video for 
her 2013 song “Roar” is filled with 
indications that she embodies female 
empowerment and equality with 
men. In the beginning of the video, 
her narcissistic boyfriend treats her 
poorly and she gives the impression 
of a feeble-minded woman. 

A tiger eats her boyfriend, and the 
journey to self-discovery without a 
man leading the way that follows is 
wildly engaging. The song is about 
being strong and brave without 
needing a man, and if that doesn’t 
scream feminist, then perhaps I 
don’t understand the term either. 

“Roar” is about breaking free 
of the shackles of men; Beyonce’s 
hit “Single Ladies” is arguably a 
lament for women who are alone, 
unmarried and who have not been 
lucky enough to get “a ring on it.” 
In the race for who can be the big- 
gest feminist, I say Perry’s trans- 
formation into a “Zena the warrior 
princess”-style female in “Roar” is 
much more on target than a lineup 
of ladies in leotards, an image 
that has been a punchline for male 
comedians since its release. 

Feminism can be loosely defined 
as a belief system based on equality 
for women, and recognition of their 
competence and worth, but the word 
is subjective and holds a different 
meaning for different women. The 
term refers to a series of movements 
that are aimed at establishing equal 
rights for women economically, 
socially and politically. 

Perry considers herself to be a 
feminist; it does not matter if she 
defines that as something other than 
what some bra-burning women 
might have in mind.

PRESIDENT 


Q: How is your candidacy 
different from that of your 
competitor? 

A: We’ve been in ASI for the same 
length of time, but the amount of 
things I’ve been able to accom- 
plish have been quite a lot. I’ve 
fixed forms that hadn’t been -up- 
dated in over 30 years. I fixed the 
funding issue for organizations that 

was a problem for about 10 years. I 

also more than doubled the number 

of scholarship applicants from the 
year before. I sit on the CSSA as the 

Academic Senate liaison. I’ve been 

able to network with a lot of different 

campus presidents. 


Q: What do you want the stu- 
dents to know about you? 

A: I didn’t come into ASI for a title. 
I didn’t come into ASI for something 
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to put on my resume. Everything 
that I do is because I love service, 
and I love helping other people, and I 
know my purpose in life is to live for 
other people. 


Q: How will you advocate 
against budget cuts on behalf 
of students? 

A: It’s hard to stop budget cuts from 
happening, but I’ll continue doing 
what we can do, which is lobbying 
for the state. Different campuses are 
facing hundreds of dollars of poten- 
tial fee increases, and that’s really 
scary. ... [The Student Excellence 
Fee] was proposed very last minute. 
It was very unclear what the fee was 
about. I spoke very strongly against 
it. ... When a fee isn’t clear of what 
it’s actually going to be doing for this 
campus ... if there’s no transparency, 
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that makes me worried. I’m going to 
continue making sure that anything 
that comes forward, that we’re com- 
pletely transparent about it. 


Q: Has there been a time 
that you conformed to an 
idea or went along with 
something even though you 
didn’t agree with it?-Can you 
give an example? 

A: A couple years ago when I was a 
senator, there was a resolution to put 
the smoking ban on the spring elec- 
tion ballot, and ... I’m not in favor 
of a smoking ban. At the same time, 
I can’t say I will not vote in favor of 
a smoking referendum because a ref- 
erendum, the whole point of it is to 
hear the students’ opinions on it. You 
have to make sure that you’re speak- 
ing on not what you want, but what 


people have proven that they wanted. 


Q: What would be your main 
focus during your term? 

A: The president is coming in, and 
it’s very important that we are meet- 
ing with her regularly so that she 
remembers that the students’ is- 
sues do come first. With the new 
revenue coming in with the ASI fee 
increase, it’s also important that not 
only do we give the students every- 
thing that we promised, but we ask 
them, ‘What things do you want to 
be available?’ ... So really, just mak- 
ing sure that we’re doing our best to 
serve the students. 


PRESIDENT. 


Q: How is your candidacy 
different from that of your 
competitor? 

A: We don’t have these lofty words 
in our platforms; we have very solid 
ideas. The 13 of us, all have this set 
of concrete ideas that are totally do- 
able. I think that’s what separates us 
from our [opponents] because one of 
my opponents says “I’m gonna work 
with the [university] president,” and 
it’s like, “No s--t. You’re gonna work 
with the president anyways as the 
president of ASI.” 


Q. Describe a time when you 
were faced with problems or 
stresses that tested your cop- 
ing skills. How did you handle 
the situation? 

A: I mean, I had a kid. I remember the 
day she was born. Most of the students 


that go to this school will not experi- 
ence that for a long time, but that is 
the most stressful thing that you could 
possibly go through. I think the most 
important thing is, when you’re in a 
very stressful time, you have to keep 
calm. You have to think past the situa- 
tion, you gotta think, “This is only go- 
ing to last for a little bit. ’m gonna do 
what I can to help out.” 


Q: What would be your main 
focus during your term? 

A: I would like very much to work 
on that Jobs for Grads idea. That’s 
going to take a while. A lot of ideas 
take lots of time. Affordable study 
abroad, that’s an idea that’s going to 
take time, and it might extend past 
my time as president. Things don’t 
change overnight, and I think that 
it’s important to delegate to your

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TERRY RICHARDSON PUSSY-FOOTS AROUND 
SEXUAL ASSAULT ACCUSATIONS

ontroversial photographer 
Terry Richardson directed 
Miley Cyrus’ “Wreck- 
ing Ball” music video, Lady Gaga’s 
documentary and stirred his tea with a 
model’s used tampon. 

Richardson has come forward to ad- 
dress alleged rumors in an open letter to 
Huffington Post Friday, March 14. 

A few weeks ago, an anonymous 
Reddit user, recently revealed as model 
Charlotte Waters, accused celebrity 
photographer Richardson for sexually 
abusing her on set five years ago. 

Waters’s original Reddit post has been 
removed, but the thread of responses can 
still be found on Oyster Mag. Despite its 
removal, Reddit users ignited a flurry of 
media speculation. 

Richardson has made a name for him- 
self as a high profile, fashion photogra- 
pher for designers like Marc Jacobs, Tom 
Ford and Yves Saint Laurent campaigns. 
During the span of his career, Rich- 
ardson has been no stranger to sexual 
exploitation accusations. 

Four years ago, Richardson was 
publicly struck when a model came 


forward about a sketchy photo shoot. 

“TJ modeled for Terry Richardson when 
I was 19. And guess what? I felt bad about 
it,’ model Jaime Peck wrote in an article 
for The Gloss four years ago. 

“He’s the only one who’s left me 
feeling like I needed to take two 
showers,” Peck wrote. “This man has 
built his business, pleasure empire on 
breaking the cardinal rule of asking 
a young girl you don’t know to come 
over to your house and hang out naked; 
don’t be a f**king creep.” 

Richardson let this model’s accusa- 
tion fall on deaf ears, but now a slew. 
of pretty 19-year-olds are stepping 
forward and recounting their tales. 

~ Last year, model Coco Rocha 
warned models with, “I don’t work 
with Terry Richardson, I out things 
like this,” in a Daily Mail article. 

“Tell your friends and agency when 


you work with a creepy photographer, ~ 


or else he’! do the same to another 
girl,” Rocha said. 

With all this tension, one would think 
Richardson would have at least made a 
peep to let the public know: Hey! I’m not 
a 48-year-old creep who wants to molest 
you in front of a camera. 

If young, impressionable models 
are given the opportunity to work with 
star-maker Richardson, it’s a hard offer 
to turn down, and it seems he is fully 


aware of that. 

He can argue that these models 
are peddling gossip for their fifteen 
seconds of fame but isn’t that the same 
notoriety Richardson is thirsty for? 

Thanks to the power of Redditors, 
Richardson is finally confronting the 
slate of rumors in his open letter ... to 
a certain extent. 

“The images depicted sexual situa- 
tions and explored the beauty, rawness 
and humor that sexuality entails,” Rich- 
ardson’s letter states. 

“T collaborated with consenting 
adult women who were fully aware of 
the nature of the work, and as is typi- 
cal with any project, everyone signed 
releases,” Richardson said. 

Richardson has yet to deny any of 
the sexual accusations. 

So, judging from Richardson’s letter, 
his artistic theatrics are what made 
models uncomfortable. 

Richardson can defend 
himself as an “artist” for his 
vulgar snaps and methods 
all he wants, but isn’t he just 
rehashing the same images 
the porn industry had mas- 
tered well before he was born? 

Richardson prides himself as 
a statement-making photographer, 
but his open letter fails to leave any 
sort of impression. 


“Jason Batemans directorial debut is 


SPECTACULAR’ 


He’s simply pussy-footing around 
the accusations, not confronting the 
issues at hand nor denying any of the 
speculations. 

After being revealed as the anony- 
mous Reddit user, Waters’ interviewed 
with the social media news aggregate, 
Vocative, on March 11. Waters said 
that Richardson had her undress and 
hold his penis, licked her buttocks and 
then ejaculated into her open eye. 

“Over the course of my career, 

I have come to accept 
that some of my more 
provocative work courts 
controversy, and as an 
artist, I value the dis- 
course that arises from 
this,” Richardson’s 
open letter said. 


I think Richardson’s artistic process 
for “beauty” and “rawness” needs to 
be re-examined. ; 

His letter is quite sophisticated in 
contrast to what he said in The New York 
Post last year: “I was a shy kid,” he said. 
“And now I’m this powerful guy with a 
boner, dominating all these girls.” 

Playing devil’s advocate, I can say 
models have the liberty to walk off of 
any set that they deem as uncomfortable. 
Saying no to someone as high-profile as 
Richardson, though, is probably 
easier said than done. 

A photo might say a thou- 
sand words, but Richardson’s 

mug is summarized by a 

single statement: “It’s not 
who you know, it’s who you 

blow.”

Acclaimed director of last year’s 
award-winning film “Gravity,” Alfonso 
Cuarén seems like he might be floating 
into greatness with his latest television 
project “Believe.”

Having won 13 out of its last 15 
games, the Long Beach State softball 
team looks to continue its outstanding 
play as it heads back to San Diego for 
the San Diego Tournament.

The offense, which leads the Big 


West in runs and batting average, added 
another 24 runs over the five games, 
which included a shutout loss to host 
team San Diego State. 

Despite its recent success, Sowder 
said she believes the team can be better. 

“We didn’t have our best games [over 
the weekend] offensively, pitching or 
defensively,” she said.

Sowder described the play as 
an accident. 

“(The ball] ricocheted from five feet 
in front of second base off of her head 
and landed over in the third base dug- 
out,” she said. 

Sowder wasn’t sure when Booker 
would be cleared to play by the NCAA, 
which requires players who are diag- 
nosed with a concussion to be symptom- 
free for 24 hours. After that, the player 
must pass a Stress test.
